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Report  of  the  Secretary. 

It  is  a  good  plan  at  times  to  stop  and  review  the  past,  so  now  at 
the  close  of  thirty-four  years  of  work  under  the  presidency  of 
Mr.  Richard  C.  Humphreys,  it  seems  fitting  for  the  Dorchester  Relief 
Society  to  look  back  over  this  long  period  of  work,  and  see  if  the 
purposes  of  the  Society  have  been  carried  out,  if  the  hopes  of  the 
founders  have  in  any  measure  been  fulfilled,  and  to  note  what  changes 
have  been  made  in  dealing  with  questions  of  poverty,  to  sum  up  the 
knowledge  gained  from  experiences  of  the  past,  and  to  determine  the 
value  of  the  Society  to  the  large  district  of  Dorchester. 

Our  minds  go  back  over  thirty  odd  years,  and  we  find  the  condi¬ 
tions  in  Dorchester  at  that  time  very  different  from  what  they  are 
today.  There  were  no  three-flat  houses  and  the  tenement  houses 
were  of  a  much  poorer  type  than  those  of  today;  there  was  poor  water 
and  sewer  service,  thereby  causing  more  sickness,  and  more  danger 
of  epidemics. 

There  were  more  beggars  and  impostors. 

NO  District  Nurses,  School  Nurses,  or  Tuberculosis  Nurses,  less 
care  of  sanitary  conditions  of  houses  and  streets.  No  playgrounds  or 
clubs  or  settlement  houses  for  the  laboring  classes,  and  what  few 
charitable  societies  existed  were  mostly  connected  with  the  churches. 

Today  we  have  large  Charitable  Organizations,  Free  Dispensary, 
District  Nurses,  School  Nurses,  Board  of  Health  Nurses,  Church 
Missionaries  and  Social  Workers,  Improvement  Societies,  Playgrounds, 
better  housing  conditions  and  better  care  of  streets.  Clubs  for 
instruction  of  all  kinds  and  recreation,  Homes,  Hospitals,  a  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Association,  Hospital  and  Camp?  all  contributing  to  the 
improvement  of  Dorchester. 

What  part  has  the  Relief  Society  taken  in  this  grand  work  of 
improving  social  conditions?  When  the  Society  was  organized,  its 
purpose  was  to  provide  relief  and  if  possible,  employment  for  the  poor 
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of  Dorchester,  to  help  them  to  become  self-supporting  and  self-respect¬ 
ing;  to  protect  the  community  from  beggars  and  impostors  and  to 
prevent  the  increase  of  pauperism. 

Relief  thirty  years  ago  meant  usually  material  things,  such  as 
wood,  coal,  clothing  and  groceries.  Today,  Relief  means  more,  it 
means  relief  from  bad  environments,  relief  from  sickness  or  physical 
and  mental  defects,  from  ignorance  and  dependence,  and  gradually  as 
the  years  have  slipped  away  the  Relief  Society  has  adopted  this 
new  idea  until  today  it  not  only  furnishes  groceries,  fuel,  etc.,  but 
relieves  the  diseased  through  its  Free  Dispensary,  the  sick  through  its 
District  Nurse,  the  old  and  feeble  by  advice,  pensions  and  placing  in 
Homes  or  Hospitals,  or  by  obtaining  assistance  from  other  organiza¬ 
tions,  incidentally  promoting  co-operation  among  the  many  different 
agencies  of  relief. 

That  the  amount  of  aid  given  yearly  by  the  Society  up  to 
October,  1904,  never. exceeded  $700.  and  since  that  time  has  gradually 
increased  until  it  has  more  than  doubled,  shows  how  opportunities  for 
helping  families  to  become  self-respecting  and  self-supporting,  have 
presented  themselves.  During  the  year  just  passed  113  families 
were  aided  to  material  things,  88  of  these  being  recommended  by  the 
Associated  Charities;  and  five  persons  having  tuberculosis  were  aided 
in  a  special  manner,  either  by  heavy  garments  and  blankets  suitable 
for  the  Tuberculosis  Camps  or  Hospitals,  or  by  board  money,  carfares 
or  special  food. 

These  figures  by  no  means  include  the  people  who  are  helped  by 
advice,  sent  to  Hospitals,  Convalescent  Homes  or  permanent  homes 
or  assisted  in  finding  employment. 

Just  at  present  we  are  trying  to  have  an  elderly  woman,  of 
average  education  and  refinement,  admitted  to  a  Home.  She  never 
has  worked  for  a  living,  has  a  drinking  husband  with  whom  she  can¬ 
not  live,  and  five  married  children,  all  of  whom  admit  that  she  has 
been  a  good  mother  and  is  a  good  woman,  but  from  jealousy  of  each 
other  and  bad  traits  of  character  will  do  nothing  for  her. 

One  other  illustration  will  show  what  the  Society  tries  to  do  for 
the  poor,  helpless,  aged  people. 

Last  spring  an  unmarried  woman  of  nearly  seventy  was  referred 
to  us  to  see  what  she  needed.  Years  ago  her  father  had  been  a  pros¬ 
perous  business  man  in  Boston.  Through  family  lawsuits  all  his 
property  was  lost,  and  he  died  soon  after.  The  daughter  became 
insane  over  the  family  troubles,  was  in  an  Insane  Hospital  for  some 
time  and  after  leaving  it,  drifted  around  trying  to  earn  her  living — 
but  owing  to  mental  peculiarities  and  poor  health,  found  it  difficult, 
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growing  poorer  and  poorer — and  seeing  less  and  less  of  her  wealthy 
and  prominent  relatives.  After  a  great  deal  of  investigation, 
seeing  friends  and  relatives,  we  have  found  a  small  room  for  her, 
secured  a  pension  of  $12.  per  month  for  her  (from  various  sources,) 
and  think  she  will  be  comfortable  this  winter. 

At  our  Free  Dispensary  we  have  treated  many  a  patient  that 
would  otherwise  have  neglected  their  ailments,  and  our  interest  in  the 
patients  has  led  to  visits  in  their  homes  where  instruction  and  help  of 
various  kinds  have  aided  in  their  recovery.  Our  free  medical  aid, 
never  knowingly  given  to  those  who  can  pay  a  doctor,  is  an  impor¬ 
tant  factor  in  the  health  of  a  community  and  testimony  of  the  value  of 
the  Dispensary  and  District  Nurse  can  be  seen  by  the  statement  of  a 
doctor  whose  practice  is  among  the  poorer  classes. 

He  says  that  by  the  Dispensary,  Nurses,  health  talks  and  other 
similar  agencies^,  there  is  not  the  sickness  and  mortality  in  summer 
time  among  children  that  there  was  ten  years  ago. 

Relieving  the  monotony  of  life  of  hard  working  people  is  one  of 
the  newer  features  of  social  work,  and  this  is  successfully  done  in 
summer  time  by  the  generous  gifts  of  car  tickets  and  vacations  in  the 
country  or  seashore  enjoyed  by  old  and  young  alike. 

Our  Society  meets  monthly  and  committee  meetings  are  held 
when  important  questions  arise.  These  extra  meetings  show  the 
increasing  amount  of  work  done  the  past  few  years. 

The  co-operation  between  churches,  schools  and  other  organiza¬ 
tions  is  growing  steadily  but  we  still  greatly  need  on  our  Executive 
Board  representatives  from  all  parts  of  Dorchester  and  also  need 
volunteer  visitors  to  help  in  our  regular  work. 

The  successful  work  of  the  Relief  Society  the  past  thirty-four 
years  has  been  largely  due  to  the  wise,  inspiring  and  faithful  guidance 
of  Mr.  Richard  C.  Humphreys. 

We  wish  to  increase  our  fund  for  material  aid,  so  that  we  can 
furnish  all  the  aid  needed  for  Dorchester  poor. 

We  should  extend  our  Dispensary  work  by  larger  equipment,  a 
Dental  Department,  and  by  volunteer  visitors  to  visit  the  homes  of 
patients,  see  that  the  prescriptions  are  carried  out,  and  remedy  the 
family  conditions  when  needed.  We  want  classes  in  hygiene  or 
health  talks  started. 

There  should  be  milk  stations  in  different  sections  of  Dorchester. 

We  should  have  a  hospital  in  Dorchester  for  Dorchester  people 
alone. 

We  should  have  model  tenement  houses,  clean  streets  and  other 
things  obtainable  through  the  City  Government.  All  these  things

come  under  Relief  in  its  new  and  broader  sense  and  the  Relief  Society 
sees  the  need  and  advocates  the  establishment  of  all  these  and  many 
other  needed  improvements.  We  can  only  work  in  a  limited  way 
with  the  means  at  hand,  but  have  confidence  that  as  the  hopes  of  the 
founders  of  the  Society  have  been  more  than  realized  during  the  past 
thirty-four  years,  the  end  of  another  thirty  years  will  see  the  present 
needs  in  active  operation.

Report  of  the  District  Nurse. 

The  work  of  the  District  Nurse  has  greatly  increased  during  the 
past  year. 

We  have  had  patients  from  124  doctors,  Mt.  Sinai  Hospital, 
Dorchester  Free  Dispensary  and  Tremont  Dispensary.  In  former 
years,  one  Nurse,  with  occasional  assistance,  did  the  work  of  the 
District.  This  year  the  Nurse  has  had  one  regular  assistant,  some¬ 
times  two. 

That  the  Nurses  are  kept  busy  can  be  seen  by  the  number  of 
patients  visited  daily  some  days  numbering  27. 

The  large  territory  of  Dorchester  has  to  be  considered  in  perform¬ 
ing  the  work,  as  considerable  time  is  spent  in  waiting  for  cars  for 
faraway  sections  of  Dorchester  and  there  are  districts  which  have  no 
cars,  necessitating  walking,  like  Commercial  Point,  but  the  visits  are 
arranged  as  systematically  as  possible  to  avoid  loss  of  time.. 

For  the  year  beginning  October  1,  1911  and  ending  October  1, 
1912,  about  400  patients  were  cared  for,  and  about  3500  visits  made. 
Some  months  there  were  90  patients  on  the  visiting  list,  and  some 
chronic  patients  were  carried  along  from  month  to  month,  80  or  more 
visits  apiece  being  made  to  them. 

About  two-thirds  of  the  patients  pay  any  sum  from  ten  cents  to 
fifty  cents  per  visit  while  one-third  are  free  patients. 

Frequently  articles  of  bedding,  clothing  or  sick-room  articles  are 
loaned  from  the  Supply  Closet,  sometimes  the  articles  are  given. 
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That  the  care  and  instruction  given  by  the  Nurse  during  the 
years  Dorchester  has  had  a  District  Nurse,  have  been  beneficial,  can 
be  seen  by  the  Nurse  in  her  daily  visits  to  the  homes,  all  tending 
toward  a  better  state  of  health  of  families. 

The  Nurse  reports  all  contagious  diseases,  any  bad  housing  con¬ 
ditions,  or  any  destitution  to  the  proper  authorities. 

Nurses  connected  with  the  Instructive  District  Nursing  Associa¬ 
tion  take  a  course  in  Social  Work  while  in  training  for  the  work  of  a 
District  Nurse,  and  this  training  enables  them  to  discover  family 
problems  when  visiting  patients,  and  sometimes  find  the  remedy  for 
bad  conditions.  Not  long  ago  a  middle-aged  woman  apparently  seri¬ 
ously  ill  with  Bright’s  Disease  came  under  the  care  of  the  Nurse. 
She  had  no  children,  but  had  a  drinking  husband  who  had  steady 
work.  The  woman  was  helpless,  and  dirty  from  neglect.  A  little 
girl  of  eleven  years  was  the  only  help  in  the  home,  the  man  being 
away  all  day. 

Neighbors  were  kind  but  could  not  assume  care  of  the  woman, 
and  her  own  relatives  never  offered  to  do  anything  when  visiting  her. 
The  condition  of  the  house  was  bad.  An  appeal  to  neighbors,  priest, 
and  relatives  brought  good  results.  The  patient  was  made  comfort¬ 
able,  supplied  with  proper  food,  the  house  cleaned  up,  and  a  generally 
improved  condition  prevails  now  in  the  home.  Even  the  man  is  will¬ 
ing  to  do  as  the  Nurse  requests,  as  he  wishes  to  have  the  woman 
remain  at  home  rather  than  to  go  to  a  hospital,  and  strange  to  say,  a 
decided  change  for  the  better  has  developed  in  the  patient. 

An  example  of  ignorance  and  perversity  which  may  result  disas¬ 
trously  in  the  years  to  come,  recently  came  under  the  Nurse’s  notice. 

A  not  over-intelligent  woman  has  three  children,  two  feeble¬ 
minded  boys  and  a  little  girl.  The  Nurse  was  called  in  to  care  for  the 
younger  boy,  about  seven  years  old.  She  found  no  bedding  or  proper 
food,  but  plenty  of  nice  rugs  and  good  furniture  in  the  house.  The 
man  has  steady  work  as  janitor,  so  it  was  not  a  case  of  destitution. 
Under  the  Nurse’s  care  the  child  is  gaining,  but  the  family  problem  of 
caring  for  two  feeble-minded  boys,  the  oldest  fourteen  years  of  age,  is 
not  solved,  for  the  mother  refuses  to  allow  the  older  boy  to  return  to 
the  Massachusetts  School  for  Feeble-Minded  in  Waverley,  thinking  she 
can  teach  him  at  home.  The  sick  child  should  be  in  some  home  or 
hospital  where  he  can  be  properly  cared  for,  yet  the  parents  see  no 
necessity  of  sending  them  where  they  will  be  properly  taught  and 
protected,  but  keep  them  at  home  where  they  will  receive  neither 
food  nor  care. 

The  work  of  a  District  Nurse  is  necessarily  trying  at  times,  but 
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the  feeling  of  having  benefitted  suffering  patients  compensates  for  all 
discouragements  and  hard  work. 


REPORT  OF  THE  DISPENSARY. 


The  Dorchester  Free  Dispensary  at  Field’s  Corner  has  added 
another  year  of  usefulness  to  its  history. 

A  number  of  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  visiting  staff. 
Dr.  W.  W.  Barker,  Dr.  C.  P.  Sylvester  and  Dr.  W.  H.  Parker  have 
all  done  excellent  work  at  the  Dispensary  but  resigned  during  the 
year. 

Dr.  Winchester  was  unable  to  take  a  service. 

Dr.  W.  C.  Emery  is  the  only  one  of  last  year’s  staff  still  work¬ 
ing  at  the  Dispensary. 

Dr.  Edward  J.  Brearton,  Dr.  J.  T.  Kendricken,  and  Dr.  Philip  A.  E. 
Sheppard  were  appointed  by  the  chairman  of  the  Medical  Committee, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  committee,  to  fill  the  vacancies. 

From  October  i,  1911  to  October  1,  1912,  there  have  been  three 
hundred  and  ten  (310)  new  and  five  hundred  and  seventy-two  (572) 
old  patients  treated,  making  a  total  of  882. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  this  year  is  somewhat  less  than 
last  possibly  owing  to  the  many  changes  in  the  staff  and  also  owing 
to  the  policy  of  the  Dispensary  in  refusing  to  vaccinate  school 
children. 

Miss  Bruce  has  continued  her  efficient  and  valuable  work  of  inves¬ 
tigating  all  new  patients.  Ten  only  were  refused  treatment  as  con¬ 
sidered  able  to  pay  a  physician.  This  fact  proves  that  there  is  a 
large  number  in  need  of  the  generous  services  of  this  medical  charity. 

Great  effort  is  made  to  care  for  only  the  worthy  cases,  other¬ 
wise  there  would  have  been  a  very  large  clinic  to  report. 

There  have  been  264  surgical  dressings;  33  operations,  mostly 
adenoids  and  tonsils;  46  free  prescriptions  were  given  out,  and  $23.95 
collected  for  dressings,  etc. 

On  seven  days  during  the  year  there  were  no  clinics  owing  to 
the  unavoidable  absence  of  the  physicians. 

Special  gifts  sent  to  the  rooms  have  aided  in  the  work  and  were 
greatly  appreciated. 

One  case  of  scarlet  fever  appearing  at  the  Dispensary  necessi¬ 
tated  closing  the  rooms  for  fumigation. 


The  nurses  are  of  great  assistance  to  the  doctors  in  their  work 

and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  coming  year  will  continue  to  prove  the 
value  of  this  charity  in  the  community.
